The list of names was told to the members with 
out telling who submitted them. There was a vote by a show of hands, first eliminating those with one or no 
votes. Finally the choice was RARS EXCITER, suggested by Chuck Littlewood, K4HF.

I will be volunteering at that table as well as putting some of my 
surplus gear on the table this year. There are still volunteers needed for this area, as well as ticket sales, 
security, tear down, for the social on Friday evening, and other positions too. Check out the webpage and 
volunteer for a job that sounds fun to you. 
Also, please remember to join us on Friday (19 April) evening for dinner with our guests. RARS members 
are asked to bring a dish to share. 

RARS is also looking for a venue to hold our Technician Licensing Classes. The use of Wake Tech 
has become cost prohibitive and we have been unable to secure the use of classroom space at NC 
State. We prefer a location that is in Raleigh, can comfortably serve 20 students, has provision for the 
use of a video projector and can be used by RARS at little or no cost to the club. We would prefer a place 
we could use each Spring so that we don’t need to find a new location every year. We need to be able to 
use the space 4 consecutive Saturdays from 8 AM to | PM each Saturday. The facility must also allow us 
to have unaccompanied minors in our class as some of our students are under age 18 and come without 
their parents. RARS charges a fee for the class which covers the cost of the materials we provide to the 
students. These practices rule out our use of public libraries and all of the government owned facilities we 
have contacted due to their policies about unaccompanied minors and requirements that all offerings in 
such buildings be free. Additionally, fees to rent schools in Wake County and the church where RARS 
meets are too high for us.

We try to address topics in a manner that will be of help 
to hams in their first year of operation. 


Tadd Torborg, KA2DEW, reviewing coax cables 


At the February New Ham meeting, the class discussed coaxial cable. The attendees handled various coax 
types to check flexibility. We talked about the cost of various types, the cost and ease of installation of 
connectors, as well as the various manufacturers and places to shop. The class used several radios, on 
10m, 2m, and 440, two kinds of watt-meter, and two different kinds of coax to observe how the transmit 
power is lower at the end of the coax than at the transmitter. We analyzed and discussed what kinds of 
coax are best for different applications.

3. How did you get into ham radio? 
Some things you just dive right into, others are a journey...for me to finally get my ham radio 
ticket was a long time coming. Growing up | had an interest in electronics and even built a 
very simple radio from scavenged parts that | had read in a Radio Shack guide, but stopped 
there. | had heard about shortwave radio and amateur radio but never really pursued it or 
knew anyone involved in those hobbies. By my teen years | had started running a BBS, which 
took up a lot of my time. No wonder it turned out that | work in IT hi hi... 


Sometime in my 20s | got interested again in radio and bought a Sangean shortwave radio 
and an SWL listening guide. | was off listening to world radio. The news and info shared on 
shortwave was so different than the local news that | found it fascinating. It was a little 
glimpse into another part of the world. | had fun with that for a while and learned a little 
about propagation and frequency bands and antennas, but never made the leap to amateur 
radio. 


At that point life had sort of taken over and by my late 30s | had lived in a few different 
states, married my wife, and had started a family. During 2015, | remember talking to Rob 
N4MN, who had got his ticket recently. He explained what the license exams were like and 
pointed me to some great resources online to prep for them. | had always wanted to get 
licensed but had never seriously looked into it. So the rusty wheels in my head started 
turning. And if that wasn’t enough to get me going, lo and behold for Christmas that year, | 
unexpectedly received a Baofeng HT as a gift from my father-in-law! Well that was that—
